MILK SUPPLY IN IRELAND.

HOW INFANT MORTALITY MAY 


BE REDUCED. 


Interesting experiments are now being made 
to develop the milk supply of Ireland, and to 
use it for the best advantage of that part of 
the population to which milk is an essential 
article of food. Spurred by the action of the 
Dublin Cowkeepers’ and Dairymen’s Aesociation 
in raising the price of new milk to 6d. per 
quart, with a hint that it might be advaneed 
to 8d., the Public Health Committee of the 
Dublin Corporation bavé undertaken. eo far as 
their powers will admit, to bring in from the 
country a supply of milk which they will place 
at the disposal of nursing mothers, and children 
under five years of age, at a price considerably 
lower than that which consumera have now to 
pay. In the course of a couple of weeks’ time 
it will be seen how that plan will work. lf 
it be a success, it is likely to be imitated by 
enterprising public-spirited citizens, and then 
consumers of milk will be independent of: the 
“ring which, it is alleged, exists amongst 
the cowkeepers. It has been well said that 
competition is the life of trade. Competition 
im this case will operate for the public benefit, 
even though honest cowkeepers and dairymen 
may euffer a reduction in their profite. 


It has been stated in certain quarters that 


the Local Government Board is promoting “ a 
echeme for increasing the milk supply availabie 
for the public throughout ‘the country.” 

member of the Local Government Board told 
a representative of this paper yesterday that 
the Board had nothing in the nature of “a 
acheme ” on hands, and that the Board had 
no means of increasing the supply of milk. 
They could only make suggestions or recom- 
mendations in that regard. What the Local 
Governgient Board has actually done is to 
draw the attention of County Borough Councils 
and Rural Distriet and Urban Councils to the 
short milk supply in some districts, and to. the 
adverse effects likely to result therefrom to the 
health of infants and young children. They 


int out that under the provisions of the 


otification of Births (Extension) Act, 1915, it 
is open to Councils, with the Board's approval, 
to make arrangements for the supply of milk 
for expectant and nursing mothers, and children 
under five years of age, in connection with any 
acheme for maternity and child welfare. 
Board consider that, if full effect were given 
to this provision of the law, it would go far 
to relieve the situation. The Board advises 
Councils to be careful. not to interfere with 
the milk supply in thé immediate neighbour- 
hood of large centres of population, but should 
endeavour to obtain the milk from localities 
remote from towns, where sufficient supplies 
might be available over and above the supply 
"needed for their own requirements. The Local 
Government Board concur in the view put 
before them by a deputation from the Irish 
County Councils’ General Couneil recently, that 
he creamery societies throughout Ireland 
should set aside a reasonable percentage of the 
milk which they handle for sale t the public 
at a price not exceeding by more than 10 per 
cont. the average price paid by the creamery 
society to the farmers the district. Recent 
inquiries instituted by the Board have shown 
the infant mortality to be distinetly high in 
many rural districts, as well as being largely 
reventable in practically all districts, i ia, 
herefore, within the power of Rural District 
Councils, by the adoption of suitable measures, 
and with the assistance of the Exchequer grant 
for maternity aud child welfare, not only to 
gave & number of infant lives, but to lay the 
foundation of a marked improvement of 
national physique by the removal of conditions 
leading to impai health in the period of 
infaney and early childhood.

THE FOOD CONTROLLER AND IRISH 
* BUTTER. ~ 


My THG EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

: in,—Mr, Anderaon's very full and frank ex- 
Pianation, which appeats in your issue of yes- 
terd#y, does not gey over the fact that at the 
meeting of the Lo Produce Exchange, held 
‘Se August. the 16th, he advocated that the 

w Price of 2088, per cwt, for Irish creamery 
butter, then in fofee, remain unchanged, and 
that, as stated in the resolution passed by this 
society, the Food Controller's new Order was 
based on this figure, with the result that up 
to the present it has cost the farmers of this 
country at least £120,000. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Anderson was 
ill for several months, and that it wag his first 
visit to London on behalf of Irish butter in- 
terests, no one, we feel sure, will be inclined 
to be too severe on him, but it is on this 
account al] the more regrettable that, before 
thet into the “ parlour " of the Ministry 
of Food on August the 15th, he did not consult 
his fellow Irish delegates, who understood the 
butter trade, and had been attendin meetings 
of the Produce Exchange all along during the 
season, Mr, Anderson does not state on what, 
or by whose, mandate he committed himseif 
to 206s. per owt. at the “inner circle” meet- 
ing which he attended at Grosvenor House on 
August the 15th (on the understanding that 
within a fortnight a fair maximum price to 
the creameries would be fixed), and supported 
the same on the day following, notwithstanding 
that other Irish delegates present, who knew 
what they were talking about, demanded an 
increase of 20s, per cwt. Delightfully simple 
and vague! Mr, Anderson gives as one of his 
reasons for advocating no alteration on the 
16th August that it was useless to substitute 
one nominal price for another. Why. then, 
did not he advocate @ free market instead of 
failing blindly, as he did, into the net spread 
for him by the Ministry of Food? 

The remainder of Mr. Ancerson’s letter is 
of very little interest, because undoubtedly, 
according to the information which this society 
has received from English delegates who at- 
tended the Exchange meeting, his action at 
that meeting vitiated all the subsequent efforts 
which were made to get the price increased. 
We do not wish to labour this point, but the 
moral of the whole unsatisfactory position 
in which we are landed is “ that Irish butter 
producers should be more careful as to whom 
they appoint to represent their interests in 
Englanc, that they should appoint persons 
who have a thorough knowledge of the trade, 
and not allow the 1.A.0.8., or for that matter 
any other organisation, to send any delegate 
they choose.” In this connection producers 
would also be interested to know why the re- 
presentative of the Irish Department of Agri- 
culture, who was present at the meeting of the 
Londen Produce Exchange on August the 16th, 
did not support the motion to havé the price 
of Irish creamery butter increaged by 20s. 
per cw Was be there merely to “ keep the 
ring *’P 

Incidentally, the eorry spectacle throws a 
flow of light on the methods of this Ministry 
of Food, but Food Controllerg do not work 
according to logic or common-sense, and it 
would be needless waste of your space to de-

THE SALE OF GRAIN 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,-In your issue of the 12th inet. you 
published under the heading ' Corn Prices and 
Arrangements "" an extract from the Cork 
County Eagle, which stated that an authority 
on the Corn Production Bill has Jaid it down 
that an order is in contemplation to prevent 
farmers from selling their grain before Athen 
ber. The trade has no knowledge of such a 
prohibition, Farmers are at liberty to eell, 
and traders to buy, at present. 

This authority mixed up the marimwm prices 
in the Food Controller's Order with the miné- 
mum prices in the Corn Production Bill, 
Farmers will not be entitled to ls. 104. per 
stone for oats in November—that is, 146.8d. 
per owt. The price they will be entitled to is 
the minimum Pprice—about 1s, 87d. per stone, 
or, say, lis. 10d. per ewt. The minimum 
price dees not go on increasing. It is fixed at 
388. 6d. per SlZibe. for all 1917, There is no 
prohibition against the export of oats, 
publication of incorrect information

Sin,—I have been getting up, direct from a 
farm in thu country, agricultural produce, 
potatoes, beans, cabbage, and the like. The 
railway freight from the etation, which is 101 
miles from Kingsbridge, seems to be very mode. 
rate, but the cartage is exorbitant. To take an 
example, a parcel containing 3 ars. 22ibs. is 
pont from Cashel to Kingsbridge, 101 miles, for 


one ehilling, while the eartage from the station 


to Cowper road, Rathmines, about three miles, 
ie Is. Gd. It was brought by the railway com- 
pany's carter. I reported this to the railway 
manager, and he writes stating that the rate is 
correct. The cheap rates on the railway are a 
great boon, especially at the present time, but 
the cartage rate takes away al! the advantage, 
Surely there ia something wrong about this, 
and it would seem to be a matter for the 
public to take up. All agricultural produce is 
dear enough without having this exorbitant

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FARM LABOURERS’ WAGES. 

TO THY EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In your issue of last Saturday | read 
with interest the article headed, “A Farm 
Labourer’s Budget.” The food prices which 
your correspondent mentions are the same as 
those in my neighbourhood, and the rate of 
wages is much the same. Everyone, 1 think, 
agrees that the labourer could not i 


live on these wages, if he had nothing else, and 


this is just what your eg meta omits to 
state. Thefe may a few, but certainly nos | 


bath farmers who arive iar “ó a 4 
their utmost capacity every day, and expec 
them to live on 13s. or 14. ig In busy 
times in the harvest the labourers work hard 
and work willingly, in my experience, and do 
not grumble if they have to work a little after 
hours; but against thas there are very many 
slack days that they have to be paid for at 
the full rate. If cost of food is high, 
farmer also has to pay for what he buys, and 
your correspondent probably hae not taken into 
consideration the many anxious ~ hours -the 
farmer has while his crops lie unsaved in bad 
weather, or the bills for income tax, poor rates, 
éte., which the farmer has to meet. If any of 
his stock die (and what farmer does not lose 
many”), he has to bear the whole loss, where- 
as, if the labourer loses his pig or hia donkey, 
there “are generally some kind-hearted people 
who help him to make good his loss. 

Personally, I know a farmer who gives his 
workmen 10s. per week, with potato ground, 
firing, and many gifts in the way of meal and 
potatces, when scarce, as well as turnips. Also 
each gets over & quart of fresh milk daily, and 
buttermilk. All this makes their wages much 
more valuable then if they received 25s. | 
week, as many of these things could not be 
bought in, the neighbourhood. hile evm- 
pathising with your correspondent, I hope that 
he will also allow that all farmers do not come 
under the standard attributed to them in his 
letter. One thing more—the labourer gets free 
his. medical advice, which the farmer has to 
pay for for himself, as well as the health in- 
surance for his employés.—Yours, ete.,

; DrAR Sik Joux,—This autumn a world- 
wide Red Cross appeal for the funds of the 
Joint War Committee of the British Red 
Cross and Order of St. John is to be made 
throughout the Empire, and on 18th 
October next an “Our Day” collection is 
to be made similar to the very successful 
collections of 1915 and 1916. 

The‘accounts submitted by the Chairman 
of .the Joint Finante Committee, Sir 
Robert Hudson, must, I think, satisfy 
everyone that the best use has been made 
of the money entrusted to us by the public 
for the comfort. and relief of our sailors 
and sdldiers fighting on the different 
fronts! ' Red Cross expenditure ' now 
amounts to over £50,000 a week, and the 
claims continue to increase as the Red 
Gross organisation develops. Iven if the 
war were to come suddenly to an end, for 
many months afterwards our work must 
necessarily be continued, and for this much 
money will be needed. 

_ Although fully ‘realising the great 
generosity which has been displayed by the 
Irish people in the southern provinces, and 
that many admirable local Red Cross 
organisations, auxiliary hospitals, war 
hospital supply dépéts, etc., have been 
splendidly organised and well supported, 
yet.

' General Korniloff has failed. On the other 


hand, M. Kerensky. has at length succeeded in 
securing the help of the dblest of the Russian 
Generals—a very significant development. 
Generals Alexeieff and Russky have certainly 
not accepted their new appointments without 4 
very clear understanding with M. Ke y and 
his colleagues, and to that extent the position 
may be said to have improved. When Russia’s 
best commanders are returning to duty, in spite 
of their hasty supersession a short time ago, we 
may take it that there is hope of a révival of 
military efficiency. The most impressive inti- 
mation in a rather confused budget of telegrams 
is that the Provisional Government is being re- 
constituted on moderate lines. The disappear- 
ance of. M. Tchernoff from the Ministry of Agri- 
eulture is undoubtedly a favourable omen. He 
represents the policy which has contributed very 
largely, to the demoralisation of the Russian 
Armies. He was eager to introduce the most 
radical agrarian changes, without waiting for 
victory in the war. If our conélusions are con- 
firmed, M. Kerensky has scored a great personal 
triumph, and may be found to have a stronger 
backing than at any previous time since. he 
became Prime Minister. Everything will now 
depend upon’ the wag he uses his increased 
authority. If he now .gives the Generals full 
power in the field,.and cleanses the Army of : 
political influence, Russia may yet be saved. :

It is this situation, clearly and 
soberly seen through by the broad masses of 
the people, which has considerably damaged, 
not the will to hold eut, which is unbroken as 
ever, and not the confidence in am hanourable 
ending to the world war, but the. certainty of 
a German power-peace. It is. this. situation 
which caused the majority of the Reichstag to 
bring in the peace resolution, and to stick to 
it.” The truth of Herr Thimme’s statement is 
indisputable. The fact that the Reichstag 
majority was meeting the general demand for 
a peace effort before the winter, rather than 
seeking a definite peace formula; is proved 
every day by the complete indifference of the 
various German controversialists to the actual 
terms of the Reichstag resolution. The F'rant- 
furter Zeitung has been so much struck by this 
fact that it has now republished the resolution 
in its news columns.

A Reutor’s Washington telegram of Friday 

Mr. Lansing has reyealed another chapter of 
German intrigue in neutral countries and among 
neutral diplomatists. It is set forth in & letter 
to the German Imperial Chancellor from the 
notorious Herr von Eckhardt, German Minister 


to Mexico 

The letter shows that the German Minister 
relied on M. Cronholm, Swedish Age’ “ 
d' Affaires in’ Mexico City, to furnish him. wit 
information from the ‘hostile camp, and to 
transmit communications to Berlin. Herr — 
Eckhardt desired the German Emperor en gr 
to award M. Cronholm the Second Class of the 
Order of the Crown in recognition of his ser- 
vices. .The letter was written on March 8, 1916, 
and has apparently long been ia the ion 
of. the American Government. Wr. Lansing 
published it without comment. 

THE LETTER. | 

The letter, which. sheds further light on the 
methods of another Swedish diplomat in this 
hemjsphere, is as follows:i— ' i, ! 

‘Imperial Legation in Mexico. 

“To His Exoellency the Lnperial.Chancellor. 

‘Herr ‘Foike Oronholm, Swedish C/crge

Before 
ie eame here. he had been in charge of the 
Consulate-General at Hamburg. Herr Cronholm 
has not got a Swedish, but ee BS Chinese, 
Order at present. I venture to submit to Your 
Excellency the advisability of laying before His 
Majesty the Emperor the name o Cronholm, 
with a view to the Crown Order of the Serond 
Class being bestowed upon him. ; 

“ It would, perhaps, desirable, in order not 
to excite the enemy's suspicions, to treat with 
secrecy the matter of the issue of patents until 
the end of the war, should your decision be 
favourable to my suggestion. This will mean 
the matter will be communicated to no one but 
the recipient and his Government, and even 
then only under seal of secrécy, while publica- 
tion of the bestowal of the decordtion will be 
postponed until the end of the war. I should be 
particularly grateful to Your Excellency if | 
could be furnished with telegraphic news of the 
bestowal of the decoration, which I strangly 
recommend in view of the circumstances de- 


tailed.”’ 
CRONHOLM’S DISMISSAL. 

Baron Akersietm, Swedish Chargé d’ Affaires 
here, says Cronholm was dismissed the service 
in January, but he would not discuss tho enuse, 

It is understood no representations will be 
made either te Sweden or Mexico, but it ia re- 
garded as not improbable that Mexico will make 
the incident an occasion for some action which 
will show its earnestness in the matter. of 
neutrality. 

Herr von Wekhardt's action came es no sur 
priso to the Government. Long before the 
Zimmermann affair the Government knew of bis 
activities, and were watching hin. carefully, 
The suspicion that he was acting ac the head of 
an organisation for carfying on not only pro- 
paganda, but capienage, was conveyed to the 
Mexican Foreign ce, in the hope that it 
might take steps to check this violation of 
neutrality.

Eighty 
bombs were dropped by, our aeroplanes on the 
enemy's billets east of Lens, and his troops in 
the open and in their trenches were barraged 
by mechine gun fire from low altitude. There 
was a certain amount of fighting under difficult 
conditions, Three of our machines are missing. 


“FRENCH OFFICIAL. 

Friday Afternoon.—At daybreak the Ger- 
mans carried out a surprise attack, preceded 
by a violent bombardment against our positions 
on the Casemates Plateau, north of Aisne. 

After hand-to-hand fighting the enemy 
suffered heavy losses, and was thrown back 
into his lines. 

In Champagne, in the course of a local opera- 
tion, we entered the German trenches to the 
west of Navarrin, and took eome prisoners. 

On both banks of the Meuse there was 
activity of both artilleries. 

There is nothing to report on the rest of the 
front. 

Friday Night.—There was fairly lively artil- 
Jery activity. in Champagne and in the region 
of the ‘heights. 

On the right bank of the Meuse, after violent 
bombardment, the Germans attacked the posi- 
tions which we recently conquered to the north 
of Cauriéres Wood. On a front of about 500 
metres the enemy sutreeded in penetrating into 
our advanced line, where fighting continues. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL. 


Army Group of Crown Prince Rupprecht— 
In Flanders the artillery, battle, which had 
been violent since the afternoon between the 
Houtholeter Wood and Comines-Ypres Canal, 
increased to drum fire in the evening.

How, then, is it with the enemy after thirty- 
seven months of war? The German Army in 
the field is, perhaps, as numerous as it ever 
was, The reserves in the depdis available for 
drafis are still very large. But the Army in 
the field has to meet greater demands upon its 
energies than ever before, and the forces in the 
depéts are composed of boys, of whom a large 
paperten are too Age | to send to the fronc. 

he enormous capital of un-uniformed reserves 
which Germany | oe before the war has 
melted. The predecessors of Hindenburg spent 
it, speculated with it, gambled with it, flung it 
away with both hands on both fronts, until none 
of it wes left. ‘ 

The Germans boast that they have conquered 
vast areas of Europe, whole kingdoms and 
nations. 

They do not say that their permanent 
loss up to the end of August totals in round 
figures four millions of men. 

That is what the war has cost Germany up 
to now in killed, dead of disease, incapacitate 
by wounds or sickness, prisoners, and deserters. 

Over a third of a mass of fourteen million 
men with which Germany began the war were 
untrained men. Behind the trained Army there 
was an immense untrained army of civilians, 
who had been excused military service on 
various grounds, of which the principal was the 
enormous cost of the Navy. More than a third 
of the youths presenting themselves for exami- 
nation were excused or rejected, although the 
majority of them were physically fit for service. 
The physically best fitted of them were excused 
from serving, but entered in the Ersatz-Reserve 
(Replacement-Reserve). 


NO MILITARY TRAINING. 

The rest of the youths excused from serving 
were eithor totally rejected on medical grounds 
or passed into the first ban of the Land- 
sturm, in which they received no mili- 
tary training whatever, although their 
legal liability to serve remained unimpaired. 


10,500,000 MOBILISED. 

Classes have been called out in trimestrial con- 
tingents, as the youngsters comprising then 
reach 18 years of age. 

These figures together give a total of 
16,500,000 men mobilised by Germany since 
the beginning of the war. This means that 
Germany has put into the field 15 per cent. of 
her population, one in seven of the whole 
people, one in three of the males of ail 
ages. 

What of the remaining 34 millions of mobili- 
sable men? It is caleulated that 500,000 
classed as indispensable are retained in Ger. 
many, in various employments. The irre- 
ducible total of physically unfit is about 
2,100,000. There are 200,000 Germans of mili- 
tary age abroad who are prevented by the 
Allied Fleets from returning to their country. 
There remain to be accounted for the rest of 
the class of 1919 and the class of 1920, in all 
about 700,000 men. 

What remains of the 10,500,000 men mobilised ? 
On the fronts, on the lines of communication, 
and in Germany there are 5,500,000 soldiers. In 
addition, in the depots in Germany there are 
some 600,000. To these must be added the 
army of men permanently in hospital, about 
500,000. We have thus a total of 6,600,000. 
The difference, in round figures, numbers four 
millions, and represents the permanent losses of 
the German Army. 


40 PER CENT. LOST TO THE ARMY. 

It should be noted here—firstly, that of the 
total of losses of all classes, 6) per cent. re- 
turn to the front again, and 40 per cent. are 
permanently lost to the army to which they 
belong; secondly, that all the totals given in 
this are given in round figures, and make no 
pretence to mathematical accuracy. 

It is obvious that these figures do not square 
with those issued by the German Government 
for the instruction of their people. The last 
German casualty lista we have, bearing date 
July 31, and in reality covering the fighting 
up to the middie of June, give us a total of 
1,868,055 killed, captured, and “ missing,” and 
2,922 320 wounded. Neither of these totals 
can be accepted.

should be fully trained nurses. All this was 
arranged by the War Office authorities five 
ears before the outbreak of the present war. 
Bt. John V.A.D.’s are raised independently by 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade and Associa- 
tion. The “ Association ” units are analogous 
with the British Red Cross Society—namely, 
those who will only undertake to do Red Cross 
work in war time—whereas the Brigade, while 
engaged in peace times in active work are pre- 

ared to become detachments, and work as & 
Red Cross organisation in war time.

In order that the immediate ¢fficiency of the 
detachments might be assured, imperative 
orders were issued that courses of instruction 
should be arranged in connection with the im 
provisation of apparatus for the transport of 
the sick and wounded, first-aid nursing, | and 
practical demonstrations in the several varieties 
of work to be done. With the carrying into 
effect of this scheme the Ambulance Depart 
ment of the Order of St. John co-operated, and 
was organised to meet the 
additional requirements of the Voluntary Aid 
Detachments. Thus, when the war broke out, 
both Societies were found ready and efficient, 
and in a position to co-operate without delay 
with the military authorities. The natural out- 
come of this co-operation was the formal join- 
ing together of the two Societies for the pur- 
oses of the war. This union took place 
in October, 1914, when a joint War Committee 
was formed under the chairmanship of the 
Fion. Sir Arthur Stanley, C.B., M.V.O., M.P. 
There is, therefore, now recognised by Govern- 
ment one civilian Red Gross Association only, 
which is popularly known as the “ Joint 
V.A.D.,” whose scope extends throughout the 
entire British Dominions, and concerns all 
classes of British subjects, whether at home, 
ia the Colonies, or in foreign countries. The 
number of those who are willing to serve the 
Red Cross is limited only by patriotiam and 
unselfishness. There are no barriers of rank, 
religion, politics, age, or sex. Kings are 
amongst its honoured members; the prelates 
and clergy of all churches, lawyers, “ag ' psaigt- 
ants, clerks, doctors, artisans, farmers, domestic 
servants—anybody and everybody, in fact, ne- 
cessary to the making of a nation, either are 
enrolled, or ought now to enrol, in the great 
civilian army that atands behind and supports 
the men-at-arms. The nation, and not the 
soldiers merely, is at war.
